It authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
ceive at the Department, as they may be presented, 

any interest-bearing bonds of the United States, now 

——— to issue in exchange therefor an equal 
amount in 2 per cent bonds, with interest payable 
quarterly, the bonds to run fifty years from date of 
issue, and to be exempt, as all Government bonds 
are, from the payment of all taxes or debts of the 
United States and from State or municipal taxation. 
A sinking fund, amounting to one-half of 1 per cent 
of the amount of such bonds, is to be set aside and 
annually applied to their purchase. How successful 
a thing of thts sort would be is hard to tell, though 
it seems not improbable that a plan for exchanging 
bonds due on call or within a few for those 
having fifty years te run, at even a lower rate of 
interest, might be successful. Three-per cents, now 
outstanding, may be called at any time, and, it is 
is generally understood, will not last longer than the 
next three or four years, while of the remaing bonds 
outstanding nearly one-half are payable after 1802. 

SOUTHERN EXPOSITIONS. 

The value of expositions seems to have at length 
been pretty well recognized in the South. News 
reaches here that all of that section is taking great 
interest in the proposed New Orleans 
Exposition, while in other States 
local exhibitions are being prepared 
for the coming summer with the idea of transferring 
the best portions of them to New Orleans. 

This is notably the case in the North Carolina Ex- 
position, which is to be opened soon, its managers 
hope, by the President. The president, Mr. Prim- 
rose, Who was here recently, says that this exposi- 
tion will make some wonderful revelations regarding 
the resources of North Carolina. He claims for 
his State a greater variety of resources both of nat- 
ural productions, soil and climate than for any oth- 
er Its southern portion, he says, furnishes 
tropical productions, including bananas and alliga- 
tors. while the northwestern section has spruce and 
fir with other products typical of the cold regions 
of the coldest Northern States. The mining possi- 
bilities of the State are something wonderful, in- 
cluding the finest qualities of iron, tosay nothing of 
gold, silver and copper and a dozen sorts of pre- 
cious stones from diamonds down. The Exposition 
is to be held with the special object of showing to 
manufacturers and investors the possibilities of the 
State.. The intention is to gather from this exposi- 
tion its best articles, and at its close transfer them 
to the New Orleans exposition. 

VACCINATING DOGB. 

“What do you think of Pusteur's system for pre- 
venting hydrophobia?“ your correspondent asked of 
Professor Salmon, the germ theorist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

“Well,” he replied with a smile, “Mr. Pasteur has 
given a great deal of time and study to this subject. 
I have been, and am, a great admirer of him and his 
work,as you know. I presume his theory is correct, 
and that his experiments in this line have been all 
that he claimed for them. I doubt, however, wheth- 
er the system will prove practicable, at least in the 
near future. It occasionally happens, you know, in 
attempts to inoculate individuals with the lighter 
forms of any disease, that the disease itself is com- 
municated. That,of course, does not often obcur, 
but it does sometimes. This hydrophobia is so diffi- 
cult to manage, so uncertain in the length of time it 
takes to develop, that I doubt whether it will be 
found practicable to vaccinate all the dogs of the 
civilized worid to prevent its appearance. 

COMMISSION TO SOUTH AMERICA. 

Mr. Helper of St. Louis is making an earnest fight 
in behalf of his project for the appointment of a 
commission to the SouthAmerican republics to open 
the way for nearer commercial relations. The pro- 
vision was added to the Consular and Diplomatic 
bill in the Senate and is now being considered by a 
conference committee. The clause as it now stands 
provides for the appointment of three commission- 
ers to visit the South and Central American Repub- 
dics and gather facts, statistics and expressions re- 
lative to nearer commercial relations with this and 
other American republics. The project is intended 
to pave the way for the three American railways to 
which Mr. Helper has devoted so much of his time 
and bis own funds.

It is too enn yet to learn whether the chol- 
era in Toulon is Asiatic cholera or hot. But 
even admitting the worst the chances are 
against any serious epidemic attack throughout 

The regular law of epidemic disease through- 
out Europe in modern times has been to develop 
a gradually milder type. The od plagues and 
posts have wholly disappeared. Their modern 
successors are not only less deadly, but at each 
recumring visitation they appear in a milder 
form. This has been especially marked during 
the present century. There is no mystery about 
it; the reasons for it are plain and sufficient. 

These reasons are the great improvement in 
the condition of the poor, Public drainage— 
an invention, we may say, of this century—has 
removed a most potent source of disease. Pub- 
lic charity has removed one of the most efficient 
agencies in the spread of disease, The houses 
of the poor are better; their food is better. 
Vegetables which were unknown fifty years ago 
are a common article of food with all classes. 

All these and a variety of minor causes have 
mitigated the severity of all epidemic diseases, 
and the recent visitations of cholera have been 
noticeably less severe than its earlier appear- 
ances. 

Whatever the digease at Toulon, may be, 
there is no possibility of its reaching St. Louis 
this year. Ithas many miles to travel and 
many cities to waste its strength on before it 
reaches this Western country. Above all, its 
rate of progress is steady, and though it may 
do great things, there is one thing it cannot do, 
It cannot travel five thousand miles in à single 
summer, 

This, however, should not lead to any rélaxa- 
tion of vigilance on the part of our health au- 
thorities in cleaning St. Louis and keeping it

AVERT BAD BILL. 

It strikes us that the Senate Utah bill is in 
the direction of a new departure which it is 
dangerous for any free government to take. In 
the-guise of a law for the suppression of polg- 
amy, it is a bill to overthrow loca! self- 
government and to enable interloping carpet 
baggers to persecute, oppress and rob the mem- 
bers of a certain religious sect. 

The old law against polygamy is severe 
enough to suppress it, and the only reason why 
it has neyer been enforced was found in the im- 
possibility of obtgining from Mormon juries 
verdicts denoumcing and punishing that feature 
of Mormonism asacrime. Instead of applying 
the simple and obvious remedy for this diffi- 
culty, the Senate bill aims at the reconstruc- 
tion of government and society in Utah as the 
Southern States were reconstructed after the 
war, and it is well calculated to inaugurate 
another pandemonium like that which resulted 
from Southern reconstruction. 

It provides for a wholesale disfranchisement. 
It undertakes to run the Mormon Church by 
remodeling ita incorporation and placing it in 
the hands of fourteen trustees appointed by 
and representing the United States Govern- 
ment. It abolishes the Utah Immigration 
Fund Company and confiscates its property 
and revenues, setting the same apart hereafter 
asa common school fund. It ruthlessly sets 
aside rules of evidence and muniments of per- 
sonal right consecrated by immemorial] usage. 
It undertakes to dispomess rightful heirs of 
their inheritance by striking at the one just 
and proper feature of Mormon law—that 
which guaranteed equality of rights to the 
progeny of polygamous marriages. In short, 
it strikes at everything in Mormondom except 
the difficulty which prevents the legal convic- 
tion and punishment of persons contracting 
plural marriages. 

It is simply a bill of pains, penalties and per- 
secutions of a character to aggravate and 
stimulate Mormon fanaticiam, without impair- 
ing in the least the impunity hitherto accorded 
to polygamous marriageus. It merely supplies 
a rascally junta of carpet-baggers with the

NOBODY'S BUSINESS. 

For a fine, old wooden-headed city gov- 
ernment commend us to that complicated 
organisation which controls the municipal man- 
agement of St. Louis, and especially the street 
department thereof. Asa preliminary to the 
reconstruction of Market street. between Fifth 
and Sixth street, the Missouri Railway Com- 
pany has relaid its track. In doing this it has 
pitched the material of the old Nicholson pave- 
ment out on the street. Some contractor has 
purchased the good blocks and carried them off.

The street railroad company 
say thatit isthe fault of the sub-contractor 
who bought the good blocks and agreed to re- 
move the refuse. Why do they not compel 
him to keep his contract? Above all, why 
does not the Board of Public Improvements 
take care of the rights and interests of the cit- 
zens in this matter and keep the streets open 
for pubblic use

Those who come here robed only in spotless 
purity?” interrupted the lounging painter with 
a little laugh. I thought you would ask about 
them, all laymen do. y have an idea that 
the studios of senccessful artists are besieged by 
throngs of beautifully formed ladies, rich tal. 
ented and well-born, each one ready to go down 
on her snowy knees to the artist for the 
— of ving her rounded form trans- 

erred to canvass. The popular idea seems to 
be that Fifth avenue pours its fairest flowers 
into our rooms, and that we have only to sig- 
nify our nee to paint herto have the 
first lady of the land come here as a model. The 
air of mystery that surrounds nude models 
serves to keep up this illusion. This is of course 
purest nonsense. The great majority of women 
who disrobe for us are professional models. 
They here hour after hour for a monetary 
consideration. They may be vain, and it un- 
doubtedly gives them pleasure to know 
that® their forms will be admired by 
hundreds; that the delicate shades and 
symmetrical curves which they so admire will 
be praised by men perhaps now unborn; but all 
this does not keep them from demanding their 
$1 75 per hour. Bless you, no! It is a regular 
trade with them, like—like dressmaking. They 
do not come here and stand for two or three 
hours in uncomfortable positions because their 
figures are a succession of beautiful curves, 
but because they make a comparatively easy 
living by posing. It pays better than clerking, 
better than ballet-~lancing, and, if the mode! is 
at all discreet is quite, as respectable as either. 
But professional models do not perceive that 
there is anything out of the way in disrobing 
for a man or class of men fora picture. It is 
their business, don’t you see? Nature has en- 
dowed them with forms far above the average, 
with firm, rigid flesh, very different from that 
which clothes the bones of most women, and 
the models sell these charms to the public 
through the artist. If I were a pretty woman 
and poor, I would do the same,” and the old 
cynic nodded his head two or three times very 
rr and went off into a reverie. 

“lam tired of hearing artists prate of their 
goody 00d models,” he continued. Some of 

e models are as chaste as that perrennial ici- 
cle that hangs from Diana’s temple, but most 
of them are not. We can’t go about like Dio- 
genes with a lantern inquiring into the honesty 
of our sitters.

RUBBER IN BRAZIL. 


The World Dependent on Wild Trees 
Worked by Ignorant Natives. 


Writing about the production and export of 
rubber in Brazil, Consul-General Andrews says: 
The rubber tree requires a growth of twenty 
to twenty-five years before it begins to pro 
duce, hence little or nothing has been done for 
its 22 The milky sap which forms 
rubber is taken from the wild tree, which 
grows scattered through tke forests of the 

mazon and many of its affluents. The indus- 
try, bein 1 in the hands of an unedu- 
cated alf civilized nomad population of 
Indian mixture, is of a p= Ba character. 
Nothing has been done to improve the system 
of labor. A wasteful and exhaustive system 
has been followed for half a century, and the 
result is that millions of rubber trees have been 
destroyed and many others abandoned from 
premature and excessive use. There are in- 
stances of groves of trees, which, by careful 
use and by not permitting them to be tapped in 
the months of 2 st and September, in which 
they change their lea ves, have been yielding 
for thirty years, and are still in good produc- 
ing condition; but the common practice is so 
wasteful that many well-informed people ap- 
prehend that, unless some remedy is applied, 
this rich resource will before long suffer a seri- 
ous and perhaps fatal decline. 

The rubber tree thrives ‘only on soil which is 
annually overflowed to a depthof three or more 
feet, and prefers the lowest and most recent 
river deposit. The rubber gatherers are tem- 


rary squatters, and their usual dwelling is a | 
her to see me wandering about the house lonely 


hut with a low roof of palms, beneath one end 
of which there isa raised floor or framework 
of lath, one or two yards from the ground, to 
which the occupants retreat at high water.” 

The following description of the process of 

athering rubber was written by Mr. Franz 

Teller: Narrow paths lead from the gather- 
er’s hut through dense underwood to each sep- 
arate tree, and as soon as the dry season Sots in 
he betakes himself with his hatchet to the trees 
to cut little holes in the bark. The milk-white 
sap immediately begins to exude into pieces of 
bamboo tied below and having their ends in lit- 
tle clay cups set under the gashes to prevent its 
trickling down the stem. e travels thus from 
tree totree. On the return visit he pours the 
contents. of the bamboos into a large earthern 
vessel provided with straps, which he emp- 
ties at home into a large turtle shell. Without 
delay he sets to work tocoagulate it with smoke 
of palm nuts, and pours a little of the milk 
evenly on a light wooden shovel, which he 
thrusts into the thick smoke issuing from a lit- 
tle narrow chimney made by the neck of an 
earthen bottle. He moves the shovel several 
times to and fro with great rapidity, when the 
milk is seen to consolidate and to take a gray- 
ish-yellow tinge. 

Thus he puts layer upon layer, until at last 
the rubber on both sides of the wood has reached 
a thickness of two or three centimetres. Cut- 
ting it on one side, he takes it off the shovel and 
hangs it in the sun to dry. A good workman 
can thus prepare five or six pounds of solid rub- 
ber in an hour. From its initial color or clear 
silver gray it turns shortly into a yellow, and 
finally becomes the well-known dark brown of 
the rubber such as is exported. The more uni- 
form, the denser and freer of bubbles the whole 
mass is, the higher price it brings. Almost 
double the value is obtained for the first-rate 
article over that of the most inferior quality, 
which is nothing but the drops collected at the 
foot of the trees.”

HAPPY AMERICAN WOMEN. 


Emily Faithfull’s Observations and 
Wise Deductions. 


From the Pall Mall Budget. 

Miss Emily Faithfull, who has just returned 
from her third lecturing tour in the United 
States, brings back a great store of information 
concerning the position and prospects of 
women who work across the Atlantic. The 
field for female labor of all kinds is much 
wider there than it is in the Old World. Preju- 
dices against the employment of women, which 
are rampant here, are there non-existent or so 
attenuated as to be innocuous, Women occupy 
almost every profession. and the Americans 
have realized much more than the Old World 
nations the ideal of la care ouverte aux 
talents so far as the sexes are concerned. In 
the States there are female barristers, pastors, 
doctors, and, in short, members of almost every 
profession except the army and navy, the near- 
est approach to a naval officer being Mrs. Capt. 
Mary Miller, who recently succeeded to the 
command of a.Mississippi river steamboat on 
the death of her husband. There is hardly a 
newspaper in the country of standing and in- 
fluence which has not at least two or three wo- 
men as regular members of its staff. One of 
the leading newspapers in New York has a lady 
as its second-best writer, and one of the best 
newspaper properties in the foreign press of 
America is edited by a German lady, who took 
over the business on the death of her husband. 
Women act as regulaar reporters, and one has 
achieved considerable notoriety as a critic of 
cattle shows. As interviewers women are very 
successful, and the specialty of the female 
ournalist in America is a certain indefinable 
betaine of touch, combined with a grace and 
brightness of expression, which her confrere 
emulates in vain. 

One point which impressed Miss Faithfull 
much in her American journeyings is the fact 
that women in America are much less ashamed 
of earning a living than in this country. In 
England it is regarded as natural and right for 
aman to work for his daily bread, but for a 
lady to earn a salary is too often regarded as 
discreditable. Nine women out of ten who are 
earning their own living wiil preface the state- 
ment of that fact by a more or less elaborate 
apology for having to work for their living. In 
other words work is not regarded as the normal 
state of woman, and this shows itself in many 
ways, English ladies applying for a situation 
will give false names, and in one case, which 
only recently came under Miss Faithfull’s notice, 
a lady threw up a profitable situation rather 
than allow her name to be known to her fellow 
workers. In America it is otherwise. Fine- 
lady-ism is creeping in, no doubt. buf it has not 
yet attained that universality which it enjoys 
in England. America, however, is unquestion- 
ably the paradise for married women, nor is 
there any country in the world in which the 
husbands are so good, so kind and so affection- 
ate as in the States. In fac,ttaey spoil their 
wives. In railway carriages the wife lolls at 
her ease, surrounded by cheap novels. while the 
husband nurses the children and supplies all 
their wants. Domestic service in America is 
much worse thanin this country. There are 
few houses. indeed, even among the wealthiest 
Americans which have a housekeeper, and 
houses which in this country would have four 
or five servants are managed in America by 
two. The servants have to do all kinds of work, 
andalthough there may be an opening for our 
„generals“ or maids-of-all-work, the 
English servant accustomed to good 
places in this country would 
not tolerate the condition of domestic servants 
in the States. As the service itself is more 
onerous the servants are much less pleasant to 
do with these English servants. There is a 
great demand for domestic servants, especially 
in the West; but anything more wicked -than 
inviting servant girls, without friends and 
without organization, to make their way to the 
Far West is difficult to imagine. Miss Faith- 
fnil is organizing a system by which the 
. lus women of this country can emmigrate 
under friendly auspices to those centers of

You may safely say that never since the em- 
pire has there been a more brilliant social sea- 
son at Paris than the one just ending, and nev- 
er more money spent on receptions and enter- 
tainments and toilets. Old Parisians complain 
of the burdensomeness of this increasing lux- 
ury and regret the times when a glass of sugar 
and water with a spotof orange flower essence 
was cousidered ample refreshments for evenin 
guests. It is true that times have changed, an 
the old-fashioned orange flower water has al- 
most disappeared even from the cafes, where it 
is now oy rarely asked for by provincials on 
a visit tö the capital. The modern beverages 
for the aristocrats are Spanish wines and light 
tisane champagne. Nowadays a reception or a 
dancing party is impossible without a well fur- 
nished buffet or a supper served by preference 
at separate little tables; and a lady who does 
not pay more than $500 for her cotillon acces- 
sories is considered to have done the thing rath- 
er wy eget 

As for the luxury of toilet, it passes all that 
our grandmothers could ever have dreamed. 
An elegant Parisienne, whether noblesse of 
birth or of finance—for instance, the Comtesse 
de Pourtales, or Mme. Cahen d’Anvers—spend 
each over $20,000 a year on their toilet, a sum 
which will not appear so enormous when it is 
remembered that a ball dress by one of the 

nde faiscurs costs currently three to four 
undred dollars and the most modest morning 
dress eighty dollars. Think, too, of the luxury 
of underlinen, which has been carried by the 
Parisiennes, by the use of the finest materials 
and by profusion of lace to such a degree that 
a single chemise will often cost $400! Think, 
too, of how many dresses a Parisienne 
needs ina season, the ball dresses, the din- 
ner dresses, the dresses for the opera and the 
theater, the morning dresses, the walking 
dresses, the dresses for 5 o’clock teas, the dresses 
for the races, for the seaside, and for the 
chateau life in the autumn. Really, a mondaine 
with pretentions to elegance, who makes a fig- 
ure in the ranks of fashion at Paris during the 
season,- at Trouville or Luchon during the 
summer, and in half a dozen chateaus during 
the shooting season, and who, at the end of the 
year, owes no more than $10,000 to her dress- 
maker, is a paragon of economy and a mighty 
schemer. Giver double the sum and she will 
barely balance her accounts. 

Perhaps in the eyes of American millionaires 
these sums may seem modest. Relatively to 
the proportions of French fortunes they are 
large, so large, in fact that you may safely 
say thatin no city in the world is so much 
money spent on the toilets and exterior elegance 
as there is in Paris. The ladies who spend up- 
ward of $10,000 a year on their toilets are not 
six, or a score or two score, but several hun- 
dreds. Among them are the Princess de Sagen, 
Comtesse de Pourtales. Marquise Hervey Saint- 
Denis, Comtesse de Saint-Roman, Duchesse de 
Castries, Marquise de Castellahe, Comtesse de 
la Rochefoucauld, Duchesse de Mailly, Com- 
tesse de Beaumont, Barronne de Poilly, Mar- 
quise.de Gallifet, Viscomtesse. Greffuhle, Prin- 
cess de Leon, Comtesse de Montesquieu, and the 
Comtesse Potocka. The mondaines of finance 
and banking are the Rothschilds, the Cahens, 
Ephrussis, and the Hottinguers. The elegant 
actresses like Alice Regnault. Marie Magnier, 
Sarah Bernhardt, and demi-mondaines like 
Leonide Leblanc, the so-called Comtesse de 
Beauregard, who has a fortune ef a million dol- 
lars in consols, the blonde Comtésse Latischeff, 
Andree Vignon, head gay and brilliant battal- 
ions, who charge in common and with rival 
geal on all the great battieflelds of Parisian

With these ladies for principal actresses, and 
with all the splendor of Paris for the stage, the 
French capital contrives to get up a fine show 
for its own amusement and that of its summer 
visitors. The “supers,” too in this colossal 
theatrical enterprise—to borrow a simile of 
Heine, who used to call the French les come- 
diens ordinaires du bon Dieu—are no mere 
walking gentlemen or graceless stop-gaps; they 
have qualities of their own, and play their role 
with interest and talent; and what is the piece 
they are all playing’ It is always the same, a 
piece that dates from the beginning of civiliza- 
tion—‘‘The Pursuit of Pleasure.“ The unique 
preoceupation of everybody in Paris seems to 
the superficial observer to be pleasure, and 
pleasure of the materialist kind. The great 
mass of effort is directed toward procuring and 
providing pleasure, and as wo are in a Demo- 
cratic country, the idealis naturally to make 
—— accessibly to all. Hence, we find the 
ouses beautified and ornamented exteriorly 
rather than interiorly. We often find the shop 
windows full of the finest goods the dealers 
have to sell, so that those who have not the 
money to buy may at least have the pleasure of 
feasting their.eyes. On the same principle peo- 
ple sit outside the cafes onthe sidewalk and 
rink their absinthe or vermouth or bitter co- 
ram populo, a sight which cannot fail to be 
soothing to those whose means do not permit 
them to sit at cafes indefinitely sipping a ten 
cent drink, and for whose use are provided, 
gratis, comfortable benclies placed at intervals 
under the trees along all the boulevards and 
ublic promenades. ven in the aristocratic 
amps lysee and in the ultra- 
swell Avenue des Acacias benches 
are provided gratis for those who 
are unable or unwilling to pay two or three 
cents for the spring iron chairs which a provi- 
dent administration places at the disposal of 
Parisian loungers all the way from the Bastile 
to the 3 the Bois du Boulogne at 
Longchamps. s very fact of the abundance 
of open-air sitting accommodation is typical of 
Paris. The perpetually recurring ion of
